The Scheme That Secretary C a r 
lisle Will Advise. 


New York W orld:

lisle and C om ptroller Eckles will, in 
their forthcom ing reports, continue the 
war on the greenbacks and recommend 
the adoption of a banking currency. 


Secretary C arlisle will recommend 
th at the secretary of the* treasury 1« 
authorized to issue bonds for the pur 
pose of retirin g and canceling govern 
ment j taper money, and th at he Im 
authorized to sell the bonds from tim e 
to time at his discretion for greenbacks, 
or for gold, to be used in th eir redem p­ 
tion. 


It has never been proposed by the ad 
m illistration to throw the entire mass 
of bonds upon the m arket at once, or to 
attem pt to w ithdraw all the greenbacks 
within a short time. 
Thus far P resi­ 
dent Cleveland, was ready to go last 
year. 
Secretary t 'arlisle will probably 
recommend that some definite step b* 
taken towards authorizing the issue of 
bunk notes upon business assets, with 
provision for a safety fund und for na­ 
tional supervision of banks of issue. 


One of the suggestions of Secretary 
Carlisle, which th ere may lie an effort 
to put through the com ing session, will 
lu: the cancellation of such legal ten­ 
der notes as may be in the treasury at 
the time of the passage of the bill.

expected under any circum stances bus 
been aggravated by the ovident h alt in 
the bullish sentim ent abroad, which 
bus probably been hustened by the 
Increase in stocks.

A BETTER EQUIPPED SERVICE. 


It Could Be Secured If the Insur­ 
ance Companies Would Do

A citizen of Benton H arbor who has 
m ade th e subject of fires u study bus 
prepared for T h e N e w s the following 
tim ely paper: 


W hen the prevention of fire is con­ 
sidered to first thing to suggest itself is 
eternal vigilance on the p a rt of prop­ 
erty owners. 
T his vigilunee should be­ 
gin w ith the foundution stone of new 
buildings and should be rigidly exer* 
cised to th eir completion. 
Defective 
flues have ever been a prolific source of 
fires w hile'som e kinds of roofing serves 
as a capital tlretrup. 


W h at I believe to be one of the pro­ 
lific causes of fire is fire Insurance 
T h ere is always a tem ptation to a dis­ 
honest person whose policy is close 
enough to the actual value m urk to 
realize on it by a first class eontlagra 
tion. 
W hilo insurance eotnpuules ex 
ercise precuution it is to be feured thut 
they are often victim ized, und th at too 
by persons whose wealth and sociul pos­ 
ition place them beyond the pale of sus 
picion.

The forests of Canada have snpplied 
more or less the w’unts of Enropc for 
centuries. From tiie earliest days of its 
oecnimtion by tho Frencli iho forest 
weaitli of tho country washwl by tho St. 
Lawrence engngml tl>e attention of tho 
government of Franco, who saw there­ 
in vost resources available for its 
naval yartls. 
It dwiw from thoso for­ 
ests large numbers of nmsts and spurs 
and issucil stringent regulations for tho 
preservation of tho standing ouk. Wheii 
the country was first ceded to Grout 
Britain, but little attention was paid at 
first to its vost timber supply, owing to 
tlie fact that almost tho whole of thu 
Baltic trade was curried on iu British 
bottoms, and that tiio timl)cr of nortli- 
urn Europe provided an unfailing luid 
convenient return froif^ht for thu sliip- 
ping thus ungaged.
